(i) Before the agenda was taken up, Dr, K. L. Jaura 
said that at the last meeting of Senate it was suggested 
that in every meeting of the Senate the minutes of the 
last meeting should be confirmed. The Vice-Chancellor 
had stated that, as required by regulations, minutes were 
sent to the member's within a month of the meeting and 
if any member had any objection to any part of the 
minutes, he should write to the Registrar. Dr. Jaura 
drew attention to the proviso which had been added to 
the item regarding revision of pay-scales of University 
staff, without having been considered by the Syndicate. 
A letter in this connection was written to the Registrar. 
He wanted to know the action taken on that letter. 

The Vice-Chancellor replied that the proviso in ques- 
tion was approved by the Senate unanimously and Dr. 
K. L. Jaura was himself present at that meeting. He 
had, however, received a letter from some members 
questioning the constitutional position in regard to the 
addition of the proviso at the Senate meeting, and he 
was obtaining legal opinion on the point raised by them. 
If the legal opinion went against the decision of Senate 
to add the proviso, the matter would be brought up be- 
fore the Syndicate, and even the Senate, 

Dr. K. L. Jaura suggested that till then the proviso 
should not be implemented. 

Shri K. L. Sharma remarked that it should not take 
more than two or three days to obtain the legal opinion. 
If, however, it was going to take a long time, the proviso 
in question should not be implemented. 

The Vice-Chancellor replied that he was looking into 
the matter and would try to obtain the legal opinion as 
expeditiously as possible. If, according to the legal opi- 
nion, the Senate was within its rights to add the proviso, 
there was no question of its being not implemented. This 
was agreed to. 

(ii) Shri Teja Singh drew attention to sub-section (5) 
of Section 13 of the Punjab University Act. according 
to which no person elected in his capacity as a member 
of any of the categories enumerated in Sub-Section (1) 
shall continue to hold his office after he had ceased to 
possess the requisite qualification, and said that since 
Shri O. P. Sharma had been promoted as Principal, he 
ceased to represent the Constituency from which he was 
elected and therefore he was not entitled to attend the 
Senate meeting. 

The Vice-Chancellor replied that the Syndicate con- 
sidered the question of continuance of (he membership 
of the Senate of Prof. O. P, Sharma and Principal 
S. S. Gill and decided the matter on the basis of the 
basis of the information available from the Education 
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Department, The decision of the Syndicate was circulat- 
ed to the members of the Senate and if anybody had 
wanted to question it he could have pointed it out. It 
was more than a month ago that the Syndicate took the 
decision about Principal S. S. Gill and principal O, P. 
Sharma. There was also the case of Principal Gursewak 
Singh in regard to which decision was taken much earlier. 
As far as ne remembered, all the decisions were unani- 
mous, except that in regard to Principal O. P. Sharma 
one member had his dissent recorded. The matter was 
considered by the Syndicate properly and if any member 
had any objection, he should have intimated it imme- 
diately on receipt of the minutes of the Syndicate. The 
Vice-Chancellor ruled that any discussion of the matter 
was out of order.

7. That the following recommendation of the com- 
mittee appointed by the Senate in consequence of the 
resolution ot Shri Brjsh Bhan. for eradicating all types 
of corruption from the University, be approved with the 
addition of a proviso that a person who wrote a book at 
the instance of the University and did not receive any 
royalty for the same shall not be debarred from seeking 
election to the various bodies ot the University. 

“A person shall not be eligible to seek election to 
the Senate, Syndicate a Faculty or a Board ot 
Studies, and, if he is already a member of any 
ol these bodies he shall cease to hold his res- 
pective office — 

(a) if he is shown as author, co-author ot 
collaborator of a book prescribed or re- 
commended for a University examina- 
tion, whether or not, he has in fact contri- 
buted to the writing of the book; or 

(b) if he is found, after a proper enquiry, to 
be the writer of such' a book, though his 
name does not appear as an author, co- 
author or collaborator; or 

(c) it he has written or lent his name to a 
foreword or an introduction to such a 
book”. 

(Para 38, 28-10-1967) 

Noil — 1. While approving previous re- 
commendations of the com- 
mittee, Senate referred Prin- 
cipal B. U. Kapur’s suggestion 
to the chairman of the com- 
mittee, Shri Tek Chand. The 
above recommendation is in 
consequence of that decision. 

2. Consideration ol the maltci 
was postponed by the Senate 
on 4-11-1967. 

Shu K. N. Salaya said that writing of books was a 
privilege of the teachers. He had no objection to the 
acceptance of the recommendation in regard to “pres- 
cribed" books, but he moved that the word "recommend- 


ed” be deleted from clause (a). Recommended books, 
he said, were largely for post-graduate and professional 
courses. If the "recommended” books were also induct- 
ed as recommended by Syndicate, most of the teachers, 
who were members of Senate, would be debarred. 

Dr, B. R. Chauhan said that, in consequence of the 
proposed provision, persons who had talent to write 
books shall not be eligible to seek election to the Syndi- 
cate, Senate and other bodies. It would reduce the per- 
centage oi persons with talent and academic ideas on 
these bodies. This, he said, would bo quite improper be- 
cause these bodies mostly had to take decisions on acade- 
mic matters. He particularly objected to clause (c) 
which went too tar. On the one hand, teachers were ex- 
pected to make some contributions to academic work in 
[he lotm ol research etc., and on the other hand, a pro- 
vision had been proposed which would operate against 
the teachers seeking election to any ol these bodies. 11 
(he number of teachers on University bodies was reduced, 
such bodies would turn into battlefields with people ol 
political talent. 

Shri K. L. Sharma said that a man who wrote a book 

should have the courage to say so, unless he had an 

ulterior motive of making money. The fact that he did 
not want to come out openly to declare that he was the 
author of the book, was a sufficient proof of the inten- 
tions. He agreed that clause (c) should be removed as 
with such a provision even the Vice-Chancellor would 
find it difficult to write a few lines as a foreword or intro- 
duction to a book, even if be comes across a work of 

high merit. Ii appeared to him that people behoved in 

concealing more and revealing less. The University 
should not have books which were produced only for the 
sake ot money. He strongly supported acceptance oi 
the first two clauses, but was opposed to clause (c) . 

Prof. D. C Shatma said that a ban had already been 
placed on the teachers ol this University from writing 
guide books, help books and cheap notes, etc. Such a 
ban existed only in this University. Now, it had been 
suggested that more restraint be placed on the teachers. 
This amounted to strangulation of intellectual life. What 
was a teacher if he could not be author of a book 9 
Referring to clause (b), Prof. Sharma asked if the Uni- 
versity was going to have a Department of Criminal 
Investigation. Such a measure would be highly deroga- 
tory to the University and to the self-respect of its 
teachers. Writers of books of English did sometimes 
collaborate with other). He did not know of any other 
University in India which had placed such bans. In his 
opinion, the steps already takcu were sufficient, and fur- 
Iher curbs on writing of books by teachers should not be 
approved. He was opposed to the whole of the resolu- 
tion, particularly clauses (b) and (c). 

Shri G. L. Chopra said that Prof. D. C. Sharma was 
a member of the committee which made these recom- 
mendations. He was unable to understand why a mem- 
ber of the committee should now oppose them. Most of 
the teachers wrote books to make money. The proposals 
did not place any ban on a teacher writing books. The 
proposed ban was only on his election to bodies which 
recommended books so that he should not be able to 
influence selection of his buoks. The Committee was 
appointed to suggest means to eradicate corruption and 
they had done good work, Regarding clause (b), Shri 
Chopra said that if a member who wrote a book gave 
somebody else's name on it, he was certainly not entitled 
to be a member ot the University bodies.’ All the re- 
commendations were valid and should be approved. 

Principal Gursewak Singh sain that thcoe recommen- 
dations were routed through the Syndicate and were in 

pursuance of i he previous decisions o n the resolution of 
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Shri Brish Bhan. Prof. D. C. Sharma, he said, was a 
member not only of the committee which had suggested 
these measures, but also of the Syndicate which had 
endorsed the committee’s recommendations. No ban 
was being imposed on writing books. The previous 
decisions would not be complete without the measures 
now recommended. He supported clauses (a) and (b) 
but did not consider clause (c) necessary. 

Shri G. S. Dhillon said that Prof. D. C. Sharma was 
a membei ot the committee which made these recom- 
mendations. He himself was also a member of the com- 
mittee and so he knew that the recommendations before 
the house were hue reflections of the Committee’s delibe- 
rations to which no dissent was made. He proposed 
(hat all the recommendations should be approved. 

Principal O. P, Mohan said that he had a teeling that 
Prof. D, C. Sharma had completely misunderstood the 
aim of the proposals. The proposed ban was not on 
writing of books, but on canvassing for their selection. 
When a person wrote a hook, he would naturally §et 
royalty on it and if he was a member of a University 
body, he could certainly use his position to get his hook 
selected. Au author, he said, had equal interest as the 
publisher and would be keen to have as many copies of 
his book sold as possible. Another pernicious thing was 
that an author who was a member of a University body 
would see that the syllabus is not changed as long as his 
book continued. The teachers who wrote good books 
could certainly do so and there was no ban on them, but 
why should they be members of University bodies 7 The 
house should accept the proposals of ,Syndicatc unani- 
mously. 

Principal P. L. Anand said that he was shocked that 
the suggestions should have come from a body of ex- 
perts some of whom were members of legislatures and 
Judges of the High Court. In his opinion, this resolution 
was ultra vires of the Act by which this University was 
governed. How could the .Senate control elections of its 
members some of whom were elected by Registered 
Graduates, Legislatures, etc. ? Only a few days back, one 
of the Heads of the Departments of the University was 
asked to write a book. The recommendations, if accept- 
ed, would mean that even an cx-officio member of a 
Board of Studies could not continue. Almost all the 
Heads of University Departments were authors of dis- 
tinction. However, the part which applied to ‘ghost’ 
writers was correct and should be approved. 

Shri Chand Ram supported the proposals of the Syndi- 
cate. Referring to Shri P. L. Anand's remarks regard- 
ing the University asking its teachers to write books, Shri 
Chand Ram said that such writers were not included in 
(he proposed ban. 

Shri Brish Bhan said that this resolution was moved 
about two years back for eiadicaling all types of corrup- 
tion from (he University. Even now theie was au air of 
corruption. The committee held several meetings and 
the whole matter was thoroughly deliberated upon. 
Efforts Were, made to get suggestions from all possible 
sources. When corruption entered academic sphere, it 
became worse. He was sure that the house would accept 
the recommendations of the Syndicate. 

Shri G. L. Chopia, referring to the constitutional point 
raised by Principal P. L. Anand. said that the procedure 
laid clown for making of regulations would be followed 
in this case also. As tar as the Syndicate and other 
bodies were concerned, (he Senate could make a regula- 
tion and it will take the form of law when it was sanc- 
tioned by the Government. Regarding membership of 
the Senate, there was no doubt that amendment of the 
Panjab University Act was necessary, but Senate could 
ceilainly make a recommendation 

Shri Ram Chandra was glad that attempts were being 
made to plug the loopholes. There were two important 


matters in the University in which corruption was possi- 
ble. appointment of examiners and selection of books. 
He suggested that the words “prescribed or recommend- 
ed tor a University Examination" in clause in) be 
substituted by “prescribed ot recommended for anv 
examination ot the University". 

Shri Tapinder Singh fully endorsed the proposals of 
Syndicate all of which, he said, should be approved. He, 
however, suggested that the words “for a consideration” 

be added in clause (c). 

The Vice-Chancellor, closing further discussion, said 
that the matter had been discussed for about an hour 
and good many speakers bad taken part and made valu- 
able contributions to the debate on the subject. It was 
known to the members of the house that the committee 
had done very valuable work and some of its recommen- 
dations had already been accepted by the Senate. All 
the members were in t'avoui of the spirit which motivated 
the resolution under discussion and everyone was anxious 
to see that corruption of all types was eradicated from 
the functioning of the University. After hearing the 
various speakers, the Vice-Chancellor felt convinced that 
the house was not for acceptance of the recommendations 
in toto Some members had suggested certain amend- 
ments. A day earlier, he had received a letter from the 
Chairman of the Panjab University Teachers’ Associa- 
tion. Dr. K. K. Nanda, and some other senior teachers 
of the University had also spoken to him. He had written 
to say that this matter and a few others which vitally 
affected the teachers of the University should not he 
rushed through without giving them an opportunity to 
place their point of view before him. Personally, he 
was not opposed to the recommendations of the Svndi- 
cate but, in view of what had been said in the home 
and in deference to the wishos of the Paniab University 
Teachers’ Association conveved to him through their 
President, he felt that in case the house so agreed, the 
matter be icferred back to the Syndicate for fuller con- 
sideration in the light of all the observations made by 
various members. This would also allow opportunity to 
certain members who had been unable to speak to place 
their viewpoint before Ihc Syndicate. Tn the meantime, 
the Vice-Chancellor would discuss with the University 
teachers the points raised by them. 

At this stage Shri G. L. Chonra intervened to suggest 
that Shri B. T . Kapur, on consideration of whose sugges- 
tion the Tek Chand Committee had made this recom- 
mendation, be given an opportunity to express his views, 
The Vice-Chancellor stated in reply that since he had 
already suggested to the house to refer the entire issue 
back to Syndicate for a fuller consideration, Shri B. L, 
Kaour would have ample opportunity to express his views 
in the Syndicate, as also at the next meeting of the Senate, 
before a final decision was taken. If, however, the sug- 
gestion was not accepted by the house, he would gladly 
permit Shri B, L, Kapur to express his views at this very 
declared carried ; 

Shri K. L, Sharma asked that the suggestion for refer- 
ring the matter hack for fuller consideration be put to 

vote. 

The suggestion for the matter being referred back to 
Syndicate for fuller consideration was put to vote and 
declared carried : 

31 members voted in favour and 24 against it. 

VII. Item No 8 on the agenda was read out. and 
unanimously approved, f.e.-

Principal O. P. Dogra said that writing of the History 
of Panjab University was not very important. He was 
of the opinion that the money should be utilised for 
some useful work. 

Principal Gurbux Singh Shergill supported the sugges- 
tion of Principal O, P, Dogra , 

Prof. D. C. Sharma said that he was sorry that some 
persons should have objected to the history of the Univer- 
sity being written. Ours was perhaps the only refugee 
University in the whole of India and it was really worth- 
whole to know how it had grown and how it had been 
built during the last two decades. This was a story 
which any academic person would like to read. This 
period, in fact, was the heroic age of the construcdon of 
the University. In other countries, people took pleasure 
in celebrating the 10 years, 20 years and 25 years of 
ihe founding of a University. The Panjab University 
really had a storv behind it — how it came from Lahore 
without any record, result gazettes, and library etc., and 
how the meetings of various bodies were held quite for 
some years at Simla, Ambala, Jullundur, etc., and how 
it had been functioning for over 10 years without a 
home. He felt that the building up of this University 
was a heroic tale. He proposed that the recommenda- 
tion of Syndicate be accepted. 

On being put to vote, the recommendation of Syndi- 
cate was approved — 29 votes for it and only 2 against — 
and the Vice-Chancellor was requested to appoint a com- 
mittee to supervise compilation of histoTy of the Panjab 
University.

Prof, D, C. Sharma said that Dr. Hazari Prasad 
Dwivedi was a scholar of all-India repute and he was 
well-known even outside India. Dr. Dwivedi was a great 
writer of Hindi and his name would figure always as 
long as Hindi literature existed. He was also an eloquent 
speaker. The Tagore Chair of Literature at the Panjab 
University which Dr. Dwivedi was occupying had a spe- 
cial significance in the academic history of India. Pro- 
fessor Sharma requested the Vice-Chancellor to once 
again persuade Dr. Dwivedi to continue to work at the 
Panjab University till his retirement. 

Shri Gurdial Dhillon said that the matter was discussed 
at length by Syndicate. The Vice-Chancellor had already 


tried to persuade Dr. Dwivedi but he was keen to go for 

his own reasons. 

Shri M. L. Anand said that Dr. Hazari Prasad Dwivedi 
was great as a man, as a sage and as a philosopher. It 
would have been a great pleasure to all the members if 
Dr. Dwivedi could continue to work at the Panjab 
University, but now (hat he wanted to go, the Panjab 
University should appreciate his services and give him a 
hearty send-off. Dr. Dwivedi was going to take up cons- 
tructive work at Banaras which might be more useful 
for the society and for the nation at large. He wished 
h*m well in his new' endeavour. 

Prof. B, Ghosh endorsed the sentiments expressed by 
Prof. D. C, Sharma and said that efforts be made to re- 
tain Dr. Dwivedi and all facilities of research work at 
Banaras lxs provided here. 

Tho Vice-Chancellor endorsed the sentiments expressed 
by the members about Dr. Hazari Prasad Dwivedi who 
was an asset to the Panjab University having done great 
credit to the job he had handled here. The Vice-Chan- 
cellor had tried to persuade him to stay on, but since 
he had received an offer from the Banaras Hindu Univer- 
sity where he had worked for many years before, and 
Banaras was also his native place, he insisted that he be 
allowed to go. The Vice-Chancellor said that he would 
certainly convey to Dr. Hazari Prasad Dwivedi the feel- 
ings of this house, but in case he was not agreeable, the 
recommendation of the Syndicate be accepted. 

Dr. B. Ghosh suggested that Dr. Hazari Prasad 
■ Dwivedi be made Professor Emeritus of this University. 

Shri M. L. Anand seconded the suggestion of Dr. B. 
Ghosh. 

The Vice-Chancellor said that he would consider the 
suggestion.

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XII. Item No. 21 on the agenda was read out, viz ,. — 

21. To consider the following resolution to be moved 
by Shri Teja Singh : — 

“Resolved that a committee of the representative 
of the Finance board and teachers be appointed to 
revise the rates of the remuneration for the various 
University works. This committee will submit its 
report before the Senate in its Budget meeting to be 
held in March, 1968.” 

Note : — The Syndicate considered the matter on 
27-11-1967 (Para 56) and were of the 
view that as with the proposal of setting 
up of Secondary Education Boards, ihe 
entire examination structure in the Panjab 
University would need to be reviewed, the 
appointment of a committee of the kind 
suggested by Shri Teja Singh would be 
inopportune. 

Shri Teja Singh, moving the resolution, said that in 
recent years the cost of living and the cost of labour 
had gone up but the rate of remuneration for examiners 
which was Fixed 20 years ago, had remained unchanged. 
Recently, the rent of the building occupied by the Even- 
ing College at Jullundur had been increased by Rs. 100, 
the grant of the Sports Committee had been increased 
from Rs. 10,000 to Rs. 20,000, the rcmunerat.on of the 
members of the unfair means cases committee had been 
increased from Rs. 2,000 to Rs. 3,000, and the remune- 
ration for lectures delivered to law classes had also been 
raised. It would be quite appropriate if the remuneration 
of examiners was also raised by at least 25 per cent. 
The total expenditure would be in the neighbourhood of 
Rs. 5 or 6 lakhs. The observations made by Syndicate, 
he said, were not relevant to his proposal. 

Shri M. L. Anand said that the Vice-Chancellor had 
given an assurance to the representatives of the teachers 
who met him in January, 1967, that he would set up a 
committee to go into the question of revision of rate of 
remuneration of examinations. There was no harm if a 
committee was appointed to go into the matter.lt would 
naturally look into all the aspects including the position 
in regard to setting up of Boards of Secondary Educa- 
tion. He, therefore, strongly supported the resolution 
of Shri Teja Singh. 

The Vice-Chancellor furnishing the background of ob- 
servations made by Syndicate said that the setting up of 
separate Secondary Education Boards was no more an 
academic issue and it was now being actively considered. 
About two weeks ago, the Ministry of Home Adairs, 
Govt, of India, convened a meeting of the Education 
Secretaries of Panjab, Haryana. Himachal Pradesh and 
Chandigarh and representatives of the Govt, of India, 
Ministry of Education, as also of this University were in- 
vited. It was decided that if the States were prepared to 
compensate the Panjab University for the loss which it 
would suffer, the proposed Boards shall conduct the 
examinations from 1969 or at the latest from 1970. He 
expected to hear from the States in the near future. Re- 
cently, the University had sanc'ioncd Dearness Allow- 
ance to its employees at Central Govt, rates wh : ch meant 
at expenditure of about Rs. 15 lakhs. Other steps had 
also been taken to ameliorate the lot of clerks and assis- 
tants of the University and to improve the system of 
medical aid, and this had meant an expenditure of about 
Rs. 8 lakhs. The Senate which had to run the Univer- 
sity must know that such measures could not be adopted 
piece-meal. He was not against increasing the remune- 
ration if it was lower than that obtaining in other Univer- 
sities, but he must he assured that the government would 
be compensating the University adequately and that the 
finances of the University would not receive any sudden 
jolt. He assured Shri Teja Singh and Shri M. L. Anand 
that as soon as a clearer picture emerged, and finances 
permitted, he would take suitable steps in this direction. 


RESOLVED : That the suggestion made by the Vice- 
Chancellor be accepted.

1. The Vice-Chancellor, referring to the recent deaths 
ol Dr. Mehr Chand Mahajan, Principal Hari Ram and 
Mons. Pierre Jeanncret, said that the month of Decem- 
ber this year had dawned rather ominously for the 
University. In the passing away of Dr. Mehr Chand 
Mahajan, one of the tallest stalwarts of the country, and 
one of the most eminent Panjabis, a void had been creat- 
ed which it would not be easy to fill. Mentioning the 
remark of an American author who had stated that 
Indians had a touching faiih in the durability of Nehru, 
the Vice-Chancellor remarked that members of the Pan- 
jab University Senate had likewise, an abiding faith in 
Dr, Mehr Chand Mahajan’s wisdom and were so much 
attached to him emotionally that they believed that Dr. 
Mahajan was going to be with them for all time. Even 
now, it was hard to believe that Dr. Mahajan was no 
longer in our midst. He had come to Chandigarh on 
the 9th December, 1967, to join the University meetings, 
attended all of them, and it was in the last meeting that 
he felt unwell and retired. Eh-. Mahajan had been struck 
with heart attack which proved fatal. He virtually died 
in harness, in the service of the University to which he 
was so devoted. Not only was he the seniormost Senator 
and Syndic, he was, in fact, the wisest among us. Almost 
all the Vice-Chancellors, bcfoic partition and after, loan- 
ed on Dr. Mahajan for advice. His qualities as a lawyer 
and jurist were too well-known. His first love was law 
and education came as a close second. After his retire- 
ment trom the office of the Chief Justice of India, he 
made education his first love, and devoted himself to the 
Panjab University and to the D.A.V, institutions, being 
President of their managing committee. He was no 
longer with us. but he had left behind a tradition of 
rectitude, of personal puriW and devotion to duty which 
would be an inspiration for all of us 

The Vice-Chancellor then referring to the death of 
Shri Hari Ram, Principal, D.A.V. Higher Secondary 
School, Chandigarh, said ffiat a week after the passing 
away of Dr, Mehr Chand Mahajan, another distinguish- 
ed member of the Panjab University Senate passed away, 
on the same day and about the same hour and of the 
same affliction, i.e„ heart attack. Principal Hari Ram 
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was a man of great devotion and dedication. He raised 
his institution to the highest peak of excellence. He was 
a member of the .Senate and also the School Board and 
his contribution to the deliberations of the University 
were always outstanding. In his own field and at his own 
level, it would be difficult to replace Principal Hari Ram. 

The Vice-Chancellor then referred to the demise of 
Mons. Pierre Jeanneret and said that be was the Chief 
Architect of Punjab Government and in that capacity 
had a great deal to do with the Panjab University. Mons. 
Pierre Jeanneret was an Architect of world renown and 
had left a lasting impress on the buildings of Chandigarh, 
He gave a sensitive touch to the buildings of the Univer- 
sity. The Vice-Chancellor referred to Mons. Pierre 
Teanneret’s monumental work in the building up of 
Chandigarh, and the vision and imagination which he 
brought to bear on the designing of works at the Univer- 
sity, which would serve as an inspiration to the coming 
generations of architects. 

The Vice-Chancellor then concluded his remarks by 
saying “We mourn all these losses to this great seat of 
learning" and moved the following condolence resolu- 
tions which were adopted unanimously— all standing, and 
observing silence for two minutes in memory" of the 
deceased ; — • 

(i) The Senate of the PaDjab University place on 
record their sense of profound grief at the 
sudden demise of Dr. Mehr Chand Mahajan, a 
leading member of the Syndicate and Senate of 
the Panjab University. That he should have 
been suddenly taken ill and passed away during 
his visit to Chandigarh for University meetings, 
adds to the poignancy of the feelings of all of 
us in this University. 

Dr, Mehr Chand Mahajan was intimately 
connected with the Panjab University not only 
as a member of the Senate and the Syndicate 
but also as a Dean of th 0 Law Faculty and a 
member of practically all the high-powered 
committees set up by the Senate. These posi- 
tions he held with signal distinction for more 
than three decades until the time of his death. 
His participation in the deliberations of these 
bodies was marked by complete objec'ivity and 
impartiality. Ho was one of the founder 
fathers of the Panjab University after the parti- 
tion of the country in 1947. He made substan- 
tial contribution to the setting up and develop- 
ment of thp uprooted University. He set such 
high traditions of integrity which few could 
emulate. 

Dr. Mahajan had a dynamic personality 
which made its mark in many fields of human 
activity and endeavour. After a distinguished 
career at the Bar, he was appointed a Judge 
of the Lahore High Court. For some time 
after partition, he worked as Prime Minister of 
the State of Jammu and Kashmir and finally 
retired as Chief Justice of India. His judicial 
pronouncements were characteristic of the man 
- — -bold, erudite and transparently honest. Even 
after retirement, he was called upon to head 
or be a member of many committees and com- 
missions of national imporiance; and he devoted 
himself with zeal to many worthwhile causes, 
chief among which was education. 


Almost from the beginning of his career, he 
had taken a deep interest in the education of 
youth. The D.A.V, institutions in the country 
are a rich tribute to his personality. We shall 
not see his like again for a long time to come. 
May his soul rest in peace and may it show 
light to us. 

(ii) The Senate place on record their sense of grief 
at the sad and untimely demise of Shr} Hari 
Ram, Principal, D.A.V. Higher Secondary 
School, Chandigarh. 

Shri Hari Ram was a very distinguished edu- 
cationist and the Principal of one of the premier 
educational institutions in northern India. He 
was recipient of the National Award for Teach- 
ers. He was intimately associated wiffi the Uni- 
versity as a Fellow for the last many years. 
He was also a member of the School Board and 
took keen interest in all matters affecting the 
well being of the University. In his deatn, his 
School has lost a head whom it would be hard 
to replace and the Panjab University an eminent 
educationist and a sagacious member of the 
Senate. 

(iii) The Panjab University deeply mourns the 
death of Mons. Pierre Jeanneret, Chief Archi- 
tect & Town Planning Adviser to the Govern- 
ment of Punjab, and Architectural Adviser to 
the Panjab University. 

Mons. Pierre Jeanneret came to India with 
Mons. Le-Corbusicr to plan and design and also 
to supervise the works of Mons. Le-Corbusier. 

He made an outstanding contribution to the 
planning of the city of Chandigarh and its archi- 
tecture from the very inception of this project. 

The campus of the Panjab University with 
its beautiful architecture is largely the result 
of his imaginative direction. 

His passing away is an irreparable loss to the 
profession of architecture and town planning. 
His monumental contribution to the works in 
Chandigarh will inspire generations of architects 
and planners all over the world.
